EVIDENCE I HIT 
IN WILLIS TRIAL 


Testimony Given Tending 
To Show Improper Re- 
lations Between Widow 

and Former Deputy. 


Greenville, S. C., August 30.—() 
The defense in the Willis-Townsend 
murder case opened direct fire upon 
the state’s web of circumstantial ev- 
idence today as soon as the prosecu- 
tion rested shortly after 3 o clock. 


Two women witnesses testified they 


could have made the footprint in the 
garage where Sheriff Sam D. Willis | 
was slain, and which has been an 
important link in the evidence by 
which the state has sought to convict | 
the officer's widow, Mrs. Ethel Wil- 
lis, and his deputy. Henry S. Town- 
send, of the murder shortly after | 
12 o'clock on the morning of Sunday, 
June 12. 

From the same two witnesses testi- 
mony was given that the screams of 
a woman were heard from the Willis 
home within 2 to 21-2 minutes from 
the sound of ‘the last shot. A third 
witness corroborated their testimony. 
The state attempted to establish that 
at least five minutes passed before 
Mrs. Willis screamed. 

Improper Relations Charged. 

Concluding the fifth day of its 
side, the state continued the introduc- 
tion of evidence to support its con- 
tention that the relations between 
Mrs. Willis and Townsend had been 
improper for a period of several years.

ALTITUDE RECORD 


Jean Callizo Sets New 
Mark at Paris; “Never 
Again,” He Says on 
Landing After Trip. 


Paris, August 30.—(4)—American 


aviators intent on breaking the world’s 
altitude record must climb higher 
in consequence of 
the feat of Jean Callizo, who yester- 
day toppled his own record by almost 
1,700 feet. Callizo’s former altitude 
record was 12,422 meters and the new 
mark is 13,000 meters. 

“Never again! I don’t- want to fall 
off the earth,” ‘exclaimed the diminu- 


tive Frenchman when informed. today 
that he had attained a height never 
before reached by a human being. 

Callizo was pictiiresque in his de- 
scription of his ascent. 

“Progressively as one soars the sky 
becomes more and more an _ intense 
blue—vyes, insultingly blue. 

“My climb was rather commonplace 
at first, reaching 5,000 meters in 16 
minutes; theh 10,000’ meters after 41 
minutes. The sensation of despond- 
ency and isolation is terrible. The 
eve sees nothing; the ear is paralyzed. 
That is the altitude record. Then 
comes the drop back. to earth.” 


MERCHANT MARINE 
URGED BY SENATOR 


Jones, of Washington, 
Declares Marine Should 
Be Kept If Government 


Loses in Operation.

The Chicago Tribune.) 
Rapid City, S. D., August 30.—Sen- 
ator Wesley R. Jones. of Washington. 


(chairman of the senate merchant ma- 


rine committee, after a conference 
with President Coolidge today declar- 
ed in favor of keeping the American 
merchant marine afloat and insisted 
that if it were necessary to accomplish 
this the American government must 
continue to operate the fleet and pro- 
vide additional funds for replacement. 

This important announcement fol- 
lowed an exposition of the administra- 
tion merchant marine policy made 
last week in which President Cool- 
idge’s position was defined as opposed 
to expenditure of any further govern- 
ment funds for replacement of mer- 
chant vessels.

Congress is the only body which 
can in any way overrule the comp- 
troller general, it was asserted, and 
that course could be taken only 
throngh enactment of a: measure pro- 
viding for payment of federal con- 
tributions regardless of whether the 
state had paid their 
full. 

States affected. the ruling are 
Tennessee, North Carolina, Louisiana 
and Montana.

The masked band hauled him fro 
his workshop in Kent shortly after 
midnight and demanded the petition, 
Harris told police.

THIS FALL IN GEORGIA. 


Georgia stands upon the threshold 
of the first month of fall with the 
most satisfactory economic pros- 
pects that she has enjoyed since 
the first serious infestation of boll 
weevil in 1922. 


Although the weevil, in some sec- 
tions, is doing, and has already 
done, a great deal of damage this 
year the infestation is not general, 
and many sections of the state are 
practically free. 


Even with a smaller crop the ex- 
isting prices of spot cotton, and of 
late fall and winter contracts, will 
far more than off-set any shortage. 
The fact is, with cotton raised at 
an actual loss, the greater the yield 
the greater the loss. That is com- 
mon sense deduction. 

On the whole, also, cotton is 
more of a surplus crop this year 
than at any. time in the history of 
this state. 


It is not a surplus on thousands 
of individual farms, of course. But 
accounting the gross agricultural 
purchasing power of the state for 
1927, and deducting the gross reve- 
nue from spot cotton, at the close 
of the marketing season, and it 
will very probably be found that 
the balance, while still far from 
what it should be, will show that 
the gross cotton production will 
approach a surplus to a greater de- 
gree -than ever before. 


The reason for this is the growing 
wide diversity in farm production. 

The tobacco sales have thus far 
exceeded by a million dollars the 
peak totals of 1926, and the market 
has eight days yet to operate with 
heavy brakes in all the warehouses. 

The single county of: Glynn, in 
which no cotton is grown, has al- 
ready shipped, during spring and 
Summer, more than 400 carloads 
of fresh vegetables and small 
fruits, and at good profits to the 
producers.

Sacco and Vanzetti are dead. Has 


the public good been served by their 
deaths? 

I doubt it. I always doubt whether 
the exacting of the death penalty does 
more than brutalize the country. There 
is little justification in the code of 
civilization for capital punishment and 
there is no justification for it in the 
code of Christianity. 

The cry for blood that swept this 
country last week before these men 
were put to death was sickening. Yet 
it is extremely doubtful whether they 
had a fair trial, no matter what one 
may think of their guilt. It became 
the fashion for every conservative and 
Bourbon in the country to cry for 
blood. The cry was not louder dur- 
ing the French revolution when the 
guillotine ran red. Unfortunately for 
them, their staunchest friends were 
of foreign birth or American intellec- 
tuals who are never popular with the 
hio polloi. A few practical politicians, 
a ward worker here and there, a co#- 
gressman or two, might have saved 
them. : 

There is something sacred about hu- 
man life. In the beginning, according 
to both the Genesis account and the 
evolutionary hypothesis, all nature 
waited on life. Not even a Bible 
literalist could dispute that God made 
the heaven and the earth; that he 
peopled it with birds and beasts and 
gave it trees and plants and then, on 
the sixth day, He made His supreme 
achievement—man in His own image. 
And in evolution the beast gradually 
evolved and progressed until ultimate- 
ly came man, the supreme achievement. 

And so I make bold to lay down the 
doctrine that man, having been made 
by some supreme being, is accountable 
for his life only to that being. Society. 
the state, does not give life and it has 
no right to take it away. That is the 


supreme prerogative of God Himself. 
Society can neither give it nor take 
it away—life, the most previous com- 
modity in the world. 

Legal executions originated in the 
old Mossaic code. Then it was “an 
eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth.” That was a doctrine spawned 
among the rough and uncouth Hebrew 
tribesman who worshipped a_ tribal 
god of blood and vengeance, a jealous 
god who struck swiftly in terrible 
retribution. Several thousands years 
later was to come a newer and sweet- 
er conception of God, a God of love 
and tender kindness, a father rather 
than an avenger. 


And if capital punishment can’t be 
justified on the grounds of right and 
justice, can it be -defended on the 
grounds of expediency? Has lawless- 
ness reached such a point that such 
horrible examples of punishment are 
needed ? 

Such a premise assumes that capi- 
tal punishment does deter criminals. 
As a matter of fact, it does not. There 
is a southern state whose governor in 


‘one year let 16 men go to the electric. 


chair. Yet in the next year the homi- 
cide rate continued to rise. Curiously 
enough it declined in a year following 
a year in which there had been no 
executions in the state. In spite of 
hundreds of legal executions all over 
the country. the murder rate continues 
to.rise. If capital punishment deters 
crime when, in heaven's name, will it 
start deterring crime? 


The one sole benefit society might 
obtain from capital punishment has 
been done away with in most states. 
I refer to public executions. 

If capital punishment is to have 
an effect upon the lower elements of 
society, if it is to impress a horrible 
example on the criminal elements, it 
should be brought closer home to them. 
The millions of women whose fine 
sensibilities suffer the tortures of the 
damned all aver this country when 
criminals are put to death are not the 
people upon whom the state wishes to 
impress the lesson of the futility of 
crime and the certainty of punishment. 
Few of them would ever commit a 
crime. The millions of newspaper 
readers who writhe in distaste and dis- 
gust at the revolting details of a legal 
execution are not the people who ordi- 
narily commit crimes. But the erim- 
nal elements do not hare sensitive na- 
tures which can be wounded by the 
imagination of legal deaths and many 
of them do not read newspapers to 
get warmed-over thrills.

Under heavy 
guards thev are taken out at night or

WILLIAM BRADY, 


Assurance for Patients With Nothing 
To Matter. 

Nearly everyone has heard about 

the unhappy old hermit. His life had 


been saddened by countless misfor- 
tunes and disasters, most of which 
had never happened. 

Dr. Conan Déyle, an authority on 
things immaterial, has repeatedly en- 
countered ectoplasm even though there 
is no such substance. Dr. Walker 
Alvarez descants upon the subject of 
nervous indigestion, but this good 
medical teacher cautions us that a 
complete examination must be made 
before the physician is justified in 
reassuring his patient (that it is not 
any actual organic disease). Such an 
examination in itself is one of the 
best means of giving psychotherapy. 
Indeed, it is an essentioal preliminary 
to any assurance of the patient. Many 
patients with alleged “neryous indi- 
gestion” come to the physician be- 
cause they have been shocked or set 
worrying by the illness or death of a 
relative or friend. They harbor a 
secret fear that they, too have some 
serions undetected malady such as 
cancer, heart disease or whatnot, but 


they will not admit it and come com- 
plaining of some minor trouble. Only 
when he has made a thorough ex- 
amination can the physician hope to 
relieve such patients’ anxiety and com-

carry-over in August, 1928.” 

Dividing the uses of cotton lint into 
twe general categories. the conversion 
of cotton lint directly into fabrics and 
the use of cotton for its cellulose con- 
tent by chemica] treatment, Mr. Elsas 
Stated that in the latter field new 
purposes to which the textile could 
be put were limitless and depend en- 
tirely upon the development of mod- 
ern science, particularly chemical re- 
search, 


Beyond Calculation. 


The cotton executive urged as a 
further aid to increased consumption 
of the south’s principal product a new 
“cotton consciousness.” 

“There are thousands of ways in 
which cotton products can be used in 
every-day life to supplant, with com- 
plete satisfaction, other materials be- 
ing used in the south now simply be- 
cause we are not conscious of the 
benefits to be derived by substituting 
cotton for imported materials.” the 
speaker asserted. Mr. Elsas’ view of 
developments in the textile industry 
was optimistic and indicated that the 
part to be played by cotton in world 
industry of the future was beyond the 
calculation of the human mind. 

Mr. Elsas is a member of the Ro- 
tary club and his speech was ad- 
dressed to his fellow members in a 
personal vain. He was introduced by 
Chessley B. Howard. chairman of the 
program committee, with Maior Clark 
Howell, vice president. presiding. Mr. 
Elsas’ address follows: 

“President Clark, Chairman Ches 
and fellow-members : 

“Only last Thursday Ches got me 
on the ‘phone: ‘Doc,’ he says, ‘I want 
you to study up a. lot of new uses 
‘All right, Ches.’ says I, 
‘I'll see what [I can do. When do 
you want to know about it” ‘Next 
Tuesday, says he. ‘You have got 
to tell it to me and the fellows at 
Rotary.’

Of course the prod- 
uct of the cottonseed has been used 
as food for beast and man for many 
years, but what Ches wants to know 
about is new uses of lint cotton, and 
I had never -un across an instance 
where the lint was used in an article 
of food, but just to accommodate Ches’ 
notion, I ran down a very recent. de- 
velopment, which is the use of lint 
cotton for making sausage skin. Sau- 
sage skins, as you doubtless know, 
have heretofore been made from hog 
guts, and since our domestic supply 
was frequently inadequate, hog or 
sheep guts and such like were shipped 
to this country from various parts 
of the world to supplement our do- 
mestic supply. Now with a bit of 
Tom Law's chemistry cotton makes 
sausage skins. The skin is insoluble 
in hot or cold water. is tough, and 
most remarkable of all, is treated in 
such a way that it is digestible in the 
human stomach. 

Cotton “Suede.”

Leatherless Leather. 


“There is many a piece of patent 
leather now finished without an ounce 
of leather. and I have just heard that 
much of this imitation patent leather 
is now going into shoes in some form 
or other, usually as a toe tip or a 
decoration.

“The opportunities of chemical 
treatment are almost limitless, 

“It is interesting to know that the 
products of cotton seed are frequent- 
ly used in these chemical processes for. 
which lint cotton is required as well. 
An example of this are the explosives 
made from glycerides and lint cotton 
cellulose. 

“These are fields requiring investi- 
gation and experimentation by expert 
chemists, and on which we, as laymen, 
can have little influence. 

“But it is time for the south—in 
fact for the whole country—to become 
cotton conscious in buying as well as 
in selling. By that I do not mean 
such a movement as ‘buy a bale,’ but 
a steady consciousness of the value to 
all eoncerned by the use of home 
grown products in place of imported 
materials, 


Use Cotton Twine. 


“Any of you in your own business 


will use a jute twine without realiz- 
ing that while cotton twine costs more 
per pound, it also has more yarda 
to the pound. Southern people should 
not tolerate the use of jute twine, or 
even paper twine, but should econ- 
sciously and insistently throw their 
influence to the use of cotton twine 
for every purpose where cotton twine 
can be used. :

What form this legislation should 
‘take—or could take and still be con- 
stitutional—is very much of a prob- 
lem. Most oil is produced within 
state. confines and cannot be reached 
under the interstate commerce Clause 
of the constitution. The only ground 
some members of the cabinet see is 
the national defense clause which em- 
powers congress to enact legislation 
necessary for the national defense.

controversies with the operators are 
settled. 

One of these theater proprietors, 
earrying a formal demand, drawn by 
Thomas Nash and Michael Ahern, at- 
torneys for the union, went today to 
the Metro-Goldwyn Distributing cor- 
poration and presented it in the pres- 
ence of three witnesses. The demand 
was that the corporation deliver to 
the theater men the film “The Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse” for 
showing tomorrow. 

According to the report nis by 
the messengers, the distributors in- 
formed them they could not have the 
film until the fight between the union 

- and the association groups has ended. 
This, it was claimed, in spite of the | 
fact that the owner had a contract 
for the delivery of the photoplay and 
had already paid for it. 

75 Houses to Stay Open. : 

Nash said that about 75 theater | 
owners in the Chicago district have - 
no friendship for the Exhibitors’ as- 
sociation and will keep their houses 
open if the courts support their de- 
mand for films. 

Forms were given to each of these 
men and it was reported that at least 
15 of them had made their demands 
and been turned down. The plan of 
the attorneys is to take all the wit- 
nesses into court, have the owners 
state what their losses will be if they 
get no films and demand that a legal 
order be drawn compelling the Chi- 
cago film board to fulfill its contracts | 
regardless of the present conditions. 

The film ban, regarded as the most 
effective step yet taken by the group 
fighting the operators’ union, was for- 
mally announced in effect this morn- 
ing at a meeting of 350 theater own- 
ers belonging to the Chicago Exhibi- 
tors’ association. 

“No pictures for any theaters will 
be let out,’ was the statement of 
Jack Miller, spokesman for the own- 
ers. 

Two large chains of theaters were 
still running today, the National Play- 
houses and the Schoenstadt group. At 
the offices of Balaban & Katz, who 
are taking a lending part in the fight 
against the union, it was said that! 
those shows would close voluntarily 
tonight. 

Thomas EF. Maloy, business manager 
for the operators, said that they might 
close, but only in the event that they 
were unable to obtain films. The own- 
ers of the groups had no statement 


to make. 
Will Not Recede. 

Other developments of the day in- 
cluded a conference between repre- 
sentatives fo a number of theaters 
and James C. Petrillo. head of the | 
Chicago Federation of Musicians; an 
unconfirmed report that an arbitrator | 
from the department of labor in| 
Washington was on his way here to 
try to end the trouble, and reitera- | 
tion by both the owners and the oper- | 
ators that they would not recede from 
their stands. 

Petrillo demanded of the owners of 
theaters in Class P, which have about 
1,000 seats, that the musicians be giv- 
en seven days’ pay for six days’ work; 
thet about 60 theaters put in orches- 
tras: that there be no continuous 
playing of organs as a substitute for * 
orchestras and that there be a raise 
of from $2 to 34 for rehearsal.
